OUR BIG LEGISLATURE 


Another Flood of Bills in Congress 


Yesterday and a Great Deal 
of Talk. 


Senators Hale, Vest, and Voorhees in 


a Triangular Bout on 
Spoils. 


The Polygamy Problem--Silver Debate--Car- 
ale Still Hesitates— Proceedings 
in Detail. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—{Special,|—The 
folly of trusting to the Democratic party the 
enforcement of civil-service principles was 
shown by Senator Hale iu his stinging speech 
today. In answer to the Maine Senator's reso- 
lution the Post General sent to the Sen- 
ate the information that four Presidential and 
eighty-seven fourth-class Posimasters ap- 
pointed in Maine were recommended by 8. 8. 
Brown, the Chairman of the State Democratic 
Central Committee, who came on to Washing- 
ton with the indorsement of the committee and 
opened a bureau of post-office patronage, 
to whieh those who got 
politely asked to remit 
for expenses. The Post G 
said they were appointed because the recom- 
mendations showed them to be proper persons 
and not because 8. 8. Brown indorsed them. 
Senator Hale pointed out how this report 
evaded the real issue, and that in many cases 
there had been very strong protests, and the 
wishes of the great majority of the office pa 
trons had been passed by. He also showed 
that the offices in question represented a large 
proportion of those which were good paying 
ones, and to secure which the successful can- 
didates could afford to take a lump out of 
their salaries and turn it over to Mr. 
8. 8. Brown for necessary expenses."’ The 
letters Senator Hale had received from Demo- 
crats begging him to stop Mr. Browu's career 
as a distributor of patronage for pay were 
read, together with the remarkable letter which 
the cniprit bad published in defense of his 
course.’ This, Mr. Hale said, should go in the 
Record to show what the Democratic idea of 
civil service was. The Democrats did not rei- 
ish the talk. Senator Voorbees had his fur 
stroked backward when Mr. Hale incidentally 
related what one of the old Capito! empioy és 
told him, which was that the Indiana Con- 
in Washington all sum- 
mer to pick up the patronage crumbs, 
Voorhees declared that it wasn’t true, 
and that Hale bad already associated too 
much with people who didn’t always tell 
the truth. Hale blandiy replied that be really 
intended to compliment the Indiana Congress- 
men, because it was much more honorable for 
them to stay in Washington than to allowa 
patronage broker to come on as the official 
representative of their party. He wen went 
on to make bis point that Brown was simply an 
filustraticn of the Democracy in its bypocriti- 
eal attitude on civil service, and scored the 
Democrats who raised a how! two or three years 
ago over voluntary contributions for their 
inconsistency. 

Voorhees and Vest replied to the effect that 
it was a small matter anyhow, this distribution 
of afew post-offices down in Maine, and the 
Republicans should not show their soreness 
over it. Vest also entered into a defense of the 
President and the Postmaster-General, saying 
it was unfair to hoid them responsible in such

POLYGAMY—PRESIDENTIAL PARDONS. 
Senator Van Wyck of Nebraska commanded 
the attention not only of the galleries, but of 
the Senate itself in one of hu quaint speeches 
when Edmunds’ Anti-Polygamy bill was re- 
ceiving amendments. He attacked the Utan 
Commission, deciaring that it was not only ex- 
pensive, but was a positive hindrance in blot- 
ting out polygamy. Hs objected to the amend- 
ed bill because its tendency was to strengthen 
and perpetuate the iniquities of Mormonism. 
The object of avti-Mormon legislation, be said. 
was to wipe out the eviis of polygamy and other 
kindred wrongs. But so long as a commission 
was necessary for this purpose, that commission 
certainly would not legislate itself out of office 
by accomplishing the object for whioh it had 
been created. Several of the Senators who in- 
terrupted Van Wsck got the worst of it, and 
the sharp thrusts he made were not invited a 
second time. He knew, he said, that Senators 
who had friends on the commission would be 
against doing away with it. He asked the 
Democrats, who were afloat in a sea of reform, 
to make good their pretensions by abolishing 
this useless and expensive machinery. But 
the- Democratic Senators dia not want that 
kind of reform. They all voted against Van 
Wyck’s amendment, of which the Nebraska 

Senator himself was the solitary supporter. 
When what is known as the Edmunds Anti- 
Polygamy law was passed in 1882 a clause was 
incorporated in it giving the President power 
to grant amnesty to any Mormons who should 
desire to take advantage of it, provided they 
should agree to certain conditions, the chief 
one of which was the giving up of polygamy. 
The power to pardon is vested in the President 
by virtue of his office, and the clause giving 
him power to grant amnesty to any number 
of Mormons was inserted because of the 
beef of a number of Senators that 
ne had not that power. The bill being very 
stringent, it was thought that it would be pol- 
1110 to leave a loophole by which it would be 
possible to convert polygamous Mormons into 
those who did not practice polygamy, it being 
claimed that there were a large number who 
did not belié¥e this to be one of the tenets of 
the sect, nor ove which should be practiced by 
the followers of Joseph Smith. It is said here 
‘President bas taken advantage of the 


actions and recommendations of the President 
and Secretary of the Treasury on the silver 
question were right. He (Mr. Gray) was not 
here to defend any one, but economic laws 
were always the same. He was neither a bond- 
holder nor the son of a bondholder, but he 
was for paying the bondholder in honest money. 
The true issue in the question was whether the 
true relation of gold and silver could be 
reached by the continuance of the present plan 
of wilver coinage. He asserted that this could 
not be done. Silver coinage had served a use- 
ful purpose as subsidiary coin, but no 
country desired a basis of silver coin alone, 
and if gold were supplanted by silver we would 
bave a silver basis. The gold standard had 
kept us in easy relations with the rest of the 
world. Bimetallism vould not be reached by 
any one country alone. France had long ago 
stopped ber silver coinage; and should we, by 
coutinuing our present course, drive out of the 
country several hundred millions of gold coin? 
If we did so we should have contraction in- 
deed. The act of 1878 having failed to raise 
the value of silver, a persistence in our pres- 
ent plan of silver coinage would bring us to a 
silver standard. We whould be descending to the 
basis of an eighty-cent dollar. and thus the Gov- 
ernment of the United States would, in fact, be 
scaling its own debt. Tbis would be a public 
misfortune, as evidencing a condition of pub- 
lie dishonesty which, to say the least, was 
equally reprehensible with individual disbon- 
esty. Many of those who favored the silver 
coinage were not, in Mr. Gray's opinion, the 
solid, conservative business-men, but those of 
a Speculative turn. He desired to see silver in 
circulation concurrently with gold, but the 
failure of the best efforts to get it into that 
condition was sufficient proof that our contin- 
ued coinage would be of no avail in that direo- 
tion. We were all embarked on the same great 
voyage—debtor and creditor. One fate await- 
ed as all; we should, therefore, honestly en- 
deavor to adjust our differences in order that 
the interests of all our people may be honestly 
and fairly advanced. 

Mr. McPherson followed on the same sub- 
ject. The United States Treasury, he said, had 
become a vast and complicated machine. 
There were seven different factors in our cir- 
culation in the form of various kinds of notes. 
It coinage were now suspended silver might be 
got to a proper relation with gold; and, in the 
opinion of the best authorities in the world, we 
had now got to a point in silver coinage be- 
yond which it was dangerous for us to go. The 
need of currency was a need created not by 
law, but business. Whenever the Treasury 
could no longer maintain a gold basis, then the 
public would have to take care of the silver. 
The silver dollars had thus far remained at par 
with gold because they had but a limited use, 
and were limited in number within the limit of 
the public needs. But the Gresham law still 
held good, after three centuries of observation, 
that bad money drives out good money. 

Referring to the effect of silver in India, Mr. 
McPherson exclaimed: “God forbid that the 
American laborer should ever come to a condi- 
tion like that of the laborer of India.“ The 
biow aimed by the silver men at the ‘ bloated 
bondholder,”” Mr. McPherson insisted, would 
strike with tenfold force on the head of the la- 
borer. The Government bad permitted its 
financial agent, Jay Cooke, to advertise that 
the interest on the bonds was payable in gold. 
(Mr. McPherson produced such advertise- 
ments. ) 

Mr. Beck inquired how much the purchasers 
of the bonds had paid for them? 

Mr. McPherson replied that that made no dif- 
ference. The Government, having neld out 
such representations, could not now ignore them 
—could not play fast and loose with its cred 
itors. 

A reference by Mr. McPherson to an under- 
standing that the bonds were to be paid in 
gold brought from Mr. Morgan, Mr. Harris, 
and Mr. Beck simultaneously an energetic in- 
sistence that payment in coin,“ and not 
„gold,“ was the understanding and agree- 
ment. 

To show that business was already becoming 
alarmed at vur course with regard to silver, 
Mr. McPherson read a letter from the manager 
of the Liverpool, London & Giobe Insurance 
Company stating that that company, in view of 
the great uncertainty with regard to the coin- 
age, had decided to make no further loans ex- 
cept on the specific agreement of their repay- 
ment in gold coin. 

At the conclusion of Mr. McPherson's re- 
marks Mr. Brown gave notice that tomorrow 
he would ask to be heard on the resolution of 
Mr. Beck. 

Mr. Hoar called attention to the anomalous 
condition of business in the Senate, there be- 
ing several important dilis already reported 
from the committees, which bills were being 


delayed by a silver debate which would have 


to be repeated when the Finance Committee 
should come to report a bil! dealing with the 
coinage. 

Mr. Scott of Pennsylvania introduced in the 
House a bill to regulate the coinage of the 
standard silver dollars. It repeals that part of 
the actof Feb. 28, 1878, which authorizes the 
Secretary of the Treasury to purchase not 
less than $2,000,000 worth of silver bullion per 
month and cause the same to be coined. It 
provides that whenever the standard silver dol- 
lars now in the Treasury shali be reduced in 
amount to $20,000,000 the Secretary of the 


Treasury shall set that sum aside in 
a specific fund to be known as the 
silver coinage adjustment fund. If 


by payments upon lawful demands made 
upén said fund the amount thereof sbould at 
the end of any month be below that sum, the 
Secretary is authorized and directed to issue 
sufficient standard silver dollars to bring the 
smount up to $20,000,000, and to coin as many 
standard silver dollars in every month as shall 
be necessary to restore it to $20,000,000, pro- 
vided it shall have been reduced below that 
fund in the month immediately preceding. He 
is also authorised to purchase from time to 
time at the market price silver bullion in such 
quantities as shall enable bim to carry out the 
provisions of the act. It appropriates a sufii- 
cient gum to carry out its provisions.

HOLMAN AND THE BALLOT-BOX. 

A special to the New York World says: 
There is now pending before the House Judici- 
ary Committee a bill which will probabiy be re- 
ported to the House during the session. It 
was prepared by Mr. Holman and is 
for the purpose of protecting the purity of the 
ballot-box and to prevent corruption in eleo- 
tions. The provisions of Mr. Holman's bill are 
very good. The bill forbias the use of money 
directly or indirectly in influencing elections or 
in procuring the appolutment of persons to 
Office. But Mr. Holman goes very far when he 
provides that a new oath of office shall be re- 
quired for any person hereafter elected or ap- 
pointed to fill any office of the United States. 
23 of the oath required by his 

I, A. B.. do solemnly swear or affirm that I have 
not directly or indirectly given, promisea, ad- 
vanced, or paid any money, or given or 
conveyed any other article of value, to 
any person or persons to assist, ald, or procure 
my election or appointment, and I do further swear 


or affirm that I will support and defend tire Consti- 
tution of the United States, ap help me God. 


The other sections of the law provide for 
penal punishment for violations of the same. 
Officers who refuse co take the oath will not 
be permitted to perform the duties of 
their offices, False swearing under this 
act s to be punwehed by a fine 
of $1,000 and a possible term in the penitentiary 
of five years. The conviction of any man for 
using money in an election is to be tollowed by 
a punishment of a fine not exceeding $500 and 
aterm in the penitentiary not exceeding a 
year.

CLERGYMEN AND PHYSICIANS OF PORT- 
LAND, ME., DECLARE THEM INIQUITOUS 
AND A PUBLIC NUISANCE, AND ASK THAT 
THEY BE DENIED A RENEWAL OF LICENSE. 
PORTLAND, Me., Jan. 5.—-About a year ago 

the clergymen of this city signed a letter ad- 

dressed to the editors and publishers of the 


newspapers of the city requesting them not to 
publish sensational reports of current events 
or give particulars of crime and the like. The 
request was not granted, and the papers kept 
right oo giving all the news of the day. Now 
the clergy of the city, Protestant and Catholic, 
together with the leading physicians, have 
joined in a raid on the rolier-rinks. The fight 
opened with a newspaper articie by the ven- 
erable J. M. Buszell, a distinguished pbysician 
of the liberal school, who denounced the rinks 
and rolier-skating in a most vigorous manner.

held by the proprietors or managers of such rinks 
at the earliest consistent hour, and to prevent the 
reissue of the same, or any other rink license. This 
we pray, asking your immediate action, as in our 
judgment the evii is imminent und great.

THE FIRE RECORD. 


BURNING OF A TANK OF OIL AT CLEVELAND, 
O., WHICH THREATENED OTHER PROPER- 
TY—OTHER BLAZES, . 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 6,—jSpecial.j—A fire 
that threatened to be as disastrous as that of 
three winters ago broke out early this morn- 
ing at the works of the Standard Oil Company 
in the southeastern part of the town, in the 
valley between the New York, Chicago & St. 
Louis and New York, Pennsylvania & Obio 
tracks. It came suddenly, a spark from a 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis engine funnel 
going into tank No. 14 near the tracks. It ig- 
nited immediately, and in a second the 
huge iron cover, weighing several tons, 
went into the air above a sheet 
of flame and an eéxplosion rang out. 
It ‘was ‘teard al over the ~ city. 
A sbower of burning oil fell on the men in the 
vicinity, but not in large enough quantities to 
seriousiy injure them. A general alarm rang 
ont and the engines hurried to the fire, The 
tank was tapped from below and emptied of its 
contents at the rate of 1,000 barrels an hour. 
It bela 2,000 barreis of refined off. The danger 
was in the fire spreading to six other: huge 
tanas in the vicinity, and all the efforts of the 
firemen were turned to bemming in the flames. 
At d o'clock the tank on fire began 
to break, but the breaks were above the ol 
lime, and though the danger was great and bars 
of earth were put up to dam the oil, should the 
break come, they were not needed. Water was 
poured so persistently on the tauk that it kept 
in tact below, and, at this time, T p. m., all dan- 
ger is over, though the fire is sullenly burning. 
All the other tanks were covered with soaked 
felt and blankets and not one ignited. The city 
bas been iu terror all the day, for had the burn- 
ing tank exploded not only would others have 
eaugbt fire, but the great lumber piles in the 
2 would have been in danger. The loss to 
the Standard Oil Company is about $35,000 or 
$40,000, which is covered by the insurance fund 
kept up by the company itself.

The State Board of Agriculture 
Meet in Their Annual 
Session. 


A Lengthy and Heated Discussion on 
the Butterine Question In- 
dulged In. 


The Friends of the Manufactured Article 
Make a Strong Defense and Are 
Victorious. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—At 9 
o'clock this morning a long and protracted 
discussion commenced in the State Board of 
Agriculture on the butterine and oleomarga- 
rine question, which continued durmg the 
entire day until 5 o’clock this evening, and 
the debate was exceedingly warm and inter- 
esting. As is known, this fight commenced 
between the dairymen and the manufactur- 
ers of butterine and oleomargarine at the last 
meeting of the Fat-Stock Show, when the 
State Board of Agriculture admitted to the 
Exposition Buliding the products of the 


butterine manufacturers for exhibition. 
The dairymen immediately waged a war- 
fare against the State Board, 
through” their dairy papers, which 


produced just the opposit effect upon the mem- 
ders of the board of what they desired, and the 
members of the board came to this meeting 
with a determination not to rest easy under 
the smarting rebukes heaped upon them by the 
vacious dairy associations and the dairy press 
throughout the country. In their remarks 
they referred in bitter terms to the allegations 
made by someof the agricultural papers that 
they had been induced to admit the butterine 
to the Fat-Stock Show for a consideration, 
and buried it back upon the heads of the 
Gairymen in scathmg terms. This was 


meat for the butterine men and their way to 
success appeared moderately easy. The dairy 
interests were represented before the board by 
a committee of the State Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion, composed of President H. B. Gurler of 
De Kalb, Lovejoy Johnson of Stillman Valley, 
and L. M. Potter of La Fox, who watched with 
argus eyes each move and each statement 
made by the butterine men, whose interests 
were represented by Mr. George M. Sterne of 
the firm of Armour & Co, and Mr. H. W. Hen- 
shaw of the firm of Roos, Heusbaw & Oo. of 
Chicawo. The dairymen came before the board 
With the modest request contained in the fol- 
lowing resolution, upon which all the discus- 
sion that followed was based: 

WHEREAS, The State Board of Agriculture is in 
sympathy with all the legitimate business repre- 
sented by their constituents; and 

WHEREAS, The laws passed by the Legislature 
of the States to reguiate the manufacture and sale 
of imitations of or substitutes for butter are 
greatly at variance and have failed to protect 
consumers of butter from impositions; and 

WHEREAS, While we do not favor any attempt 
to suppress or prohibit the manufacture or sale of 
butter substitutes not injurious to health, we are 
in favor of compelling them to be sold by all par- 
ties, from manufacturer down to consumer, under 
their true and proper name; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we respectfully request Congress 
to enacta law putting the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine, butterine, or any substitute for or imi- 
tation of butter under the control of competent 
Government inapectors, to the end that such arti- 
cles shall be branded and sold under their proper 
names and on their merits. 

This didn’t please the butterine men, and 
they insisted that, should the board memorial- 
ize Congress upon the subject, they sbouid not 
stop with asking that an inspection be estab- 
lished as regards their products and leave the 
butter men to go without watchmg, but that 
they should, in order to treat ali interests fair- 
ly, establish an inspection of the products of 
the dairy. Mr. Reynolds took the ground that 
it would not be consistent to ask Congress to 
pass a law for the protection of any particular 
interest or trade as against any other interest 
or trade; that it is only the province of 
the State Board to take action in 
this matter, wherein it concerned the public 
generally and the consumer. The dairymen, 
be said, came here asking the board to use its 
influence to induce Congress to legisiate in 
their interest as against the butterine men, 
and he didn’t think the board had any busi- 
ness to take steps to protect their business; 
but that if they proposed to consider the 
adulteration of human food, then be wanted 
to extend the protection as regards all kinds 
of human foods and drinks; not only incor 
porate butter, butterine, and ocleomargarine, 
but sugar, coffee, tea, alcohol, and aii other 
articles of food and drink, and to this effect 
offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That this board is in favor of the estab- 
lishment by Congress of a Nationa! Bureau of In- 
spection for the purpose of securing by the most 
effective system possible the suppression of the 
manufacture and consumption of all unwholesome, 
adulterative, deceptive, or fraudulent prepara- 
tions, and the sale of any article or commodity 
used as human food, drink, or medicines. 

Mr. Sterne, the representative of the but- 
terine interests, was accorded a bearing, and 
discoursed for some time upon the merits of 
their products, showing bow it is manufactured 
—that it is made from the best creamery but- 
ter and the purest fats and oils of the beef. 
He claimed that in the process of manufacture 
they were by far more cleanly than the com- 
mon run of dairies, and that they sold the 
product for just what it is, while many of the 
dairymen use the oleo oil, manufactured 
and furhished by them, in the manufacture 
of their creamery butter, and sell it on 
the market for gilt-edged creamery butter and 
thus injure their business, for the reason that 
they are selling adulterated butter for the 
pure article. This hot shot brought the dairy- 
‘men to their feet, and they demanded to know 
the names of alleged dairymen, to which 
Mr. Sterne rep! that they were regular cus- 
tomers of the firm, their names were on their 
books to the number of about thirty-nine, and 
he did not feel at liberty to name them. The dai- 
rymen claimed to be ignorant of the alleged fact 
that some of their number were engaged in such 
a disreputable business, but Mr. Sterne re- 
plied that some of them were in the Elgin dis- 
trict. Mr. Sterne and aiso Mr. Henshaw, who 
followed him, went on to show that the manu- 
facture of put instead of depreciating 
the price for a amery butter, enhanced 
its market value on account of the immense 
quantities consumed in the manufacture of 
their product, and, reading the market reports, 
Mr. Hensbaw showed that after tne passage of 
the probibitory law in New York, when they 
almost suspended the manufacture of but- 
terine, the market price for creamery 
butter was much less than it was the 
year before, when they sold large quantities in 
the New York market, and that since they 
ba ve resumed the manufacture in large quan- 
tities the price has increased again. The mem- 
bers of the board induiged quite freely in the 
discussion, the most prominent in the argu- 
ment being Senator Gillbam, M. A. Morse, J. 
Irving Pearce, John P. Reynolds. BE. C. Lewis, 
E. E. Chester, J. M. Washburn, ex-President 
Scott, and President Landrigan. Of these 
Senator Gillham and Mr. Morse appeared to 
feel most keenly the attacks of the dairy- 
men before referred to. Senator Gill- 
bam sald the and other members of 
the State Board who were members of the 
General Assembly bad been treated very badiy 
by the committees of the IIlinois Dairymen’s 
Association during the recent session, who 
came to them and pleaded with them to vote for 
a bill to prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
oleomargarine and butterine by making it a 
felony, while, as they had since been reliably 
intormed, some of their own members were 
guilty of using the oleo oils and products pur-

It was alleged by 
the friends of the butterine men and acceded 
by the dalrymen that the butterine and oleo- 
margarine had come to stay, and that it is 
useless in the future to talk of prohibiting the 
manufacture of it. lo substance, with hardly an 
exception the members of the State Board 
of Agricuiture take the ground that in 
consideration of the interests of the consumer, 
who is utterly at the mercy of the dealer, it is 
their province and duty to take what steps they 
can for the protection of the consumer, but 
that as to the fight between the representatives 
of one interest and another they huve nothing 
to do except to afford to each the same oppor- 
tunities to exhibit their products. 

Late in the afternoon, at the suggestion of 
President Landrigan, the resolution and the 
substitute were referred to a COMmittee com- 
posed of Messrs. Gillham, Chester, Reynolds, 
Washburn, and Lewis to report a resolution 
upon which the board could act, and such a 
resolution as they would like to have go before 
the public. The result was & majority and a 
minority report. The majority report was 
signed by Messrs. Lewis, Gillham, and Chester, 
and was as follows: 

WHEREAS, The State Board of Agricuiture is in 
sympathy with every effort to secure pure and 
wholesome food for the human family; and 

WHEREAS. There seems to de at present no 
adequate protection against unwholesome and 
deleterious aduiterations of dairy products 
afforded by law; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we respectfully request Congress 
to enact a law viacing all dairy products and al 
imitations of or substitutes for the same under the 
control of a competent Government inzpector, to 
the end that such articles shall be branded and sold 
under their proper names and on their own merits. 

Resolved, That we respectfully direct the atten- 
tion of Congress to the unwholesome adulteration 
of other food products, and pray for proper legisla- 
tion for the adequate protection of the people from 
the same. 

Messers. Reynolds and Washburn returned a 
minority report, which provided for the inspeo- 
tion of all articles of food, drink, and medicine 
as to adulteration, specifymg them more par- 
ticularly. Upon this another lengthy discus- 
sion ensued, and, in consideration of amending 
the majority report so as to provide for specific 
inspection of each article of food, ete., the 
minority report was aliowed to be voted down, 
and the majority report was unanimousiy 
adopted. Both the dairymen and the butter- 
ine-men express themseives satisfied at the 
Anal action of the board.

WEST SIDE TRANSPORTATION, 


AN ARRAIGNMENT OF THE WEST DIVISION 
STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 

CuIcAGO, Jan. 6.—(Editor of The Tribune.) 
In common with the great majority of the 
citizens of West Chicago 1 ieel as 
grieved at the course of the West 
Division Railway Company in regard to 
the insufficiency of its accommodations, its 
cbarges, and its interference with the selection 
of candidates for city officials; also its inter- 
ference in preventing legislation which the in- 
terests of its patrons so absolutely demand. 
This road is early in the field to prevent the 
election of Aidermen in every ward in Chicago 
who do not promise subserviency to its inter- 
ests, regardiess of those of the people, and its 
henchmen are put forward and too often fur- 
nished with money to elect Aldermen pledged 
to ald any scheme it may demand. Aidermen 
are furaished tickets over the road, and, thus 
selected and provided for, what can private or 
property rights expect from municipal legisia- 
tion? This road will not lay its traéeas on 
streets until they are graded and paved. Then 
they lay their tracks (if convinced it will pay) 
and wear the streets. out. This road 
started with a capital of $1,250,000 and 
some dozen miles of track. Since then, 
witbout increasing thie capital, it has 
added thirty-two miles of track, erected build- 
ings, bought large lots of land, increased its 
stock of cars and borses, watered its stock 
often, and upon this watered stock bas paid out 
of its remaining earnings yearly dividends of 
10 per cent; has paid several enormous specia! 
dividends, and its stock is not in the market 
for sale when 420 per share is bid for it. And 
yet, in spite of all this, the company not long 
ago increased the tare, selling only twenty-two 
rides for $1 when it tormerly soid twenty-five. 

The President of this road draws an annual 
salary of $12,000, and other officials draw fat 
salaries as well. It certainly seems as if the 
official saluries should bave been reduced some- 
what, or these enormous semi-annual and spe- 
cial dividends reduced a little, before the 
price of tickets was rasised on salesmen, la- 
boring men, and property-owners whose as- 
sessments pave and maintain streets for this 
corporation to wear out. The oars are con- 
tinually crowded—a hopper into which every- 
body’s contribution falls. Why cannot these 
Aldermen insist on enough cars to give seats 
to all, or no pay for riding? 

In addition to ail this the company must 
have one of its employés a member of the 
Board of Equalization to keep its taxes low, 
and it defies any person or corporation to put 
on omnibuses to accommodate the people, say- 
ing if they do they will crowd them off by low 
prices for awhile or buy them up and house 
the omnibuses away. It pays its operators 
barely living wages, ouly putting in such as of- 
ficiais demand to secure their future subservi- 
ency. 

No wonder that in the face of these facts the 
populace favored the strikers last July, and it 
is high time the people taught this corpora- 
tion another healthy lessun in demanding 
more cars and lower fares and in- 
Sisting that they shall keep out of 
politios— the latter stipulation applying to the 
selection of Aldermen and the buying of pub- 
lie officials. It is high time to demand pledges 
from candidates for Aldermanic honors that 
they will serve the poopie instead of this cor- 
poration. When the people of West Chicago 
have complained of the course of the company 
to tuis date their answer has been: What are 
you going to do about it?” The South Side 
Railway has built a cable road to accommodate 
its patrons, which bas made their property so 
accessible that it has doubled in value withia 
two years. This West Division Railway Com- 
pany does nothing of the kind. It stands in 
the way of elevated roads or cable roads, and 
smiles compilacently when property-owners de- 
mand permanent bridges or other improve 
ments. If this company refuses longer 
to meet our necessities the time bas 
come for healthy legislation for the people 
and the condemnation of the tracks across the 
bridges, so that other corporations can use 
them and on other streets give our people 
transportation to their business and homes. 
It is no wonder that with constantly turning 
bridges and such insufficient transportation 
our people are leaving the West for the South 
Side. It is useless to deny the fact chat we are 
losing many of our best citizens and that our 
property fails to increase in value as it should. 
Tois will continue until we bave permanent 
bridges and more rapid transportation.

A Good Deal of Curiosity to Know 
What the Aldermen 
Want. 


The Illinois Central Has a Perpetual 
Right of Way for Its 
Tracks. 


The Only Legal and Proper Way of Open- 
ing the Streets to the 
Lake. 


The Council passed at Monday night’s meet- 
ing an ordinance for the opening of Washing- 
ton, Madison, Van Buren, and Harrison streets 
and Park place through to the lake. This is 
not the first time the Council has tried au ex- 
periment of this kind. Sept. 23, 1884, Ald. 
W belan submitted an order directing the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to open all the 
streets running towards the lake be 
tween Randolph and Twelften. It went 
to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys, South Division—ot which Aid. HB. F. 
Sheridan was then Chairman—and was put into 
a pigeon-hole. Dec. 22 ot the same year Ald. 
Whelan bobbed up with another ordinance di- 
recting the Commissioner to prepare and send 
m an ordinance for opening “the several 
streets’ between Randolph and Thirty-ninth 
from Michigan avenue to the lake. This also 
went to the same committee. April 17 
1885, they recommended the passage of the 
first order, but the report was “laid over on 
motion of Ald. Sanders. The committee bad 
gotten an opinion from Corporation Counsel 
Winston, who held that “the city has the un- 
questioned power, so far as the company is 
concerned, to extend all streets between 
Randoiph street and Twelfth street to the 
lake, across this right of way of the Illinois 
Central or may extend such streets to the right 
of way and require the construction of gates to 
afford suitable access to the lake. This brings 
us to the question whether streets may be laid 
out across Lake Park, the same being public 
ground. I believe this can be done, at least so 
far as the territory between Madison street and 
Park row is concerned, and the same would 
probably be true of Washington street. If 
there is any demand for openings to the lake 
in this district, the Council may pass an order 
similar to that of Nov. 11, 1878, as amended by 
order of Nov. 22, 1878, by which tne Iilinois 
Central was permitted to erect a wire 
fence in front of Lake Park, with 
twenty-foot openings at Van Buren 
and Harrison streets and Peck court.“ 
Aug. 8, the report was concurred in. The 
Commissioner, however, was in no hurry, pos- 
sibly because Mayor Harrison bad stated that 
the opening of the streets was one of those 
things that could wait. Dec. 14 Ald. Colvin 
presented an ordinance, said to have been 
prepared by the Law Department, for 
the opening only of Washington, Madi- 
son, Congress, Van Buren, Harrison, Hub- 
bard court, Peck court, Eldridge court, 
Harmon court, and Park row. This 
was referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys, Soutn Division, of which Ald, Whelan 
is Chairman. It was reported back with the 
courts and Congress street stricken out, Dec. 
31. and passed by a viva voce vote. At the 
next meeting Ald. Colvin moved a reconsider- 
ation and it was agreed to, ana the ordinance 
again passed by yeas 28, nays 5—Dixon, Sand- 
ers, Shorey, Wetherell, and Simons. It reads 
as follows: 

Be it oriained, de.: SEC. 1. That the following 
streets are hereby extended and produced 6 ht 
eastwardly and declared to be public streets frum 
their present termini to Lake Michigan—namely : 
Washington street, Madison street, Van Buren 
street, Harrison street, and Park row. 

Sec. 2. This ordinance shall be in force from and 
after its passage. 

WHAT I8 ITS OBJECT? 

It would be difficult for an outsider to guess 
the object of the passage of such an ordinance, 
There is no apparent reason for extending 
these streets to the lake shore, because nobody 
wants to go there, and if they were extended 
and any one were to try to drive a team along 
them the probabilities are that be would come 
to grief. There is no outer harbor; there are 
no docks, no wharves piled high with 
freight needing the services of trucks and 
drays to remove it. Nobody goes down there, 
not even the fishermen, for they go out on the 
outer breakwater. So what tunen would be the 
object of trying to open these streets through 
at heavy expense incurred by condemning the 
right of way across the railroad tracks? Even 
if there were an outer harbor, and if there 
were wharves and docks which were being 
used, the opening of these streets and the con- 
struction of the viaducts necessary to make 
travel along them safe, would entail so heavy 
an expense that the city might weil besitate 
before it attempted the job. While to the out- 
sider, therefore, this ordinance would seem 
nothing but arrant foolishness, to a person 
somewhat acquainted with the history of the 
Lake-Front it might seem as if some of the 
Aldermen were trying to spur up the railroad 
companies to induce the Aldermen to sell them 
the blocks north of Madison street by the 
threat that if the railroads did not do some- 
thing streets would be laid out ‘across their 
property and the ground be made unfit for 
depot purposes. 

Corporation-Counsel Winston was asked if 
the city could condemn the right of way across 
the tracks, but declined to give an opinion. 
As to opening the streets through the park he 
eaid: Tue officers of the State, the Canal 
Commissioners, platted that as part of Michi- 
gan avenue from the lots to the shore line, 
and thereby conveyed the title to the 
city in trust for the public with the 
condition that the ground was to be used as 
public ground and be forever kept vacant of 
buildings. The Commissioners applied to 
Judge Harlan, as directed by resolution of the 
last Legislature but one, for permission to in- 
tervene iu the suit now pending in the United 
States Court and set up a claim on their behalf 
to the ownership of the Lake Park inside of 
the right of way of the Illinois Central, but it 
was denied. So the city can open the streets 
through the park. 

In order to find out what the feeling was on 
the subject among those who were in a pos- 
tion to be acquainted with the facts a reporter 
spent a good portion of yesterday in circulat- 
ing around and gathering up their views. 

ALD. WHELAN.

Mayor Gray and his counsel- 
ors gave the matter their immediate consider- 
ation, and benefited the city at the same time 
they granted the privileges asked by the rail- 
way company. On condition that the company 
would construct and maintain a permanent sea 
wall, which would prevent the waters of 
Laxe Michigan from washing away the shore, 
from a point south of Randolph street to the 
city limits, and on condition that the company 
would construct a protecting wall or fence 
along the west side of their tracks to the city 
limits, the City Council would grant the com- 
pany the right of way into the city along tne 
lake shore, to be occupied by them forever or 
so loug as they observed the conditions upon 
which the privileges were granted. The com- 
pany accepted the conditions, and at an ex- 
pense of over $3,000,000 constructed a sub- 
stantial sea wall from a point opposit the foot

Moreover, 
the registration requirement covers a period 
of four years, and from this point of view it 
is reasonable, just, and in no.sense a viola- 
tion of the Constitution. 

Under the present law non-voters willing 
to perjure themselves have the power to cor- 
rupt and vitiate the election. Was the con- 
stitutional provision designed to protect per- 
jurers and election-swindlers while the votes 
of honest men are nullified by fraud? This 
certainly must be the result if the Legisla- 
ture cannot provide the safeguards needed to 
forestall election villanies and secure an 
honest ballot and a fair count. 

It may be granted that under the new act 
careless and negligent or unfortunate eleet- 
ors might lose their. votes, but the same 
argument applies to the present law with 
fourfold force. The practical operation of 
the present law is to deprive of their votes 
all electors who will not take the trouble to 
register before each election or submit to 
the annoyance of swearing in their ballots at 
the polls. Thousands of votes are now lost 
at every election through these causes. The 
new act makes registration good four years, 
and the voter whose name is once on the 
list can cast his ballot at every election 
within that time without further trouble or 
annoyance, Instead of causing -electors to 
lose their votes the new act will furnish 
additional conveniences and facilities for all 
legal voters to cast their ballots. It is im- 
possible to provide for cases of sickness, 
absence from home, etc., and under the new 
act voters may lose their rights through these 
equses just as they do under the present law 
if unable to appear at the polls in person. In 
all such cases the loss of the vote is an indi- 
vidual misfortune, not the fault of the law. 
The objections to the registration require- 
ment of the Election law are specious but 
fallacious, and the Supreme Court can never 
use them to justify the overthrow of the act.

These two feat- 
ures named are the sum and substance of what 
has been diseovered the best method of num- 
bering streets, or rather the buildings facing

zens declared their will that the right of 
suffrage in Chicago should be surrounded 
with the safeguards provided in this act. 
What can justify the Supreme Court in an- 
nullmg such 8 law after it was adopted as a 
matter of necessity to guard against the 
repetition of election villanies and is in- 
dorsed by two branches of the Government 
and confirmed by the people themselves ? 

By an overwhelming vote the people who 
are to be affected bv the new law have de- 
clared its adoption a necessity. The act as 
now pending in the Supreme Court repre- 
sents the protest of the people against ballot- 
box stuffing and election cheating, and in 
‘their. view the Judges have onty to decide 
whether Jomackinism is to remain at a pre- 
mium in this community or whether meas- 
ures that have proved fair, just, legal, and 
proper in other great cities shall be provided 
for the protection of the honest voters of Chi- 
eago. This is the central .fact of the contro- 
versy over the Election law, although adroit 
lawyers have exhausted their ingenuity in the 
attempt to hide and smother it beneath a 
swarm of technicalities, quibbles, and petti- 
fogging pleas. The people demand election 
reform, not as a matter advisable or expe- 
dient, but as an imperative necessity, and 
they wait to see whether public interests of 
vital importance are to be sacrificed to narrow 
technicalities. 

The principal grounds on which the court is 
asked to set aside the Election law are: (1) 
That it is not an act of general operation 
and applies only to certain communities; (2) 
that in excluding from the polls all voters 
not previously registered it infringes the 
Constitution, which secures the right of suf- 
trage to all adult males who have resided in 
the State, county, and election precinct the 
required period of time; (3) that it provides 
tor elections which are not free and equal 
within the meaning of the Constitution. 
These points and a swarm of minor quibbles 
hardly worth serious consideration are fully 
and exhaustively met in the elaborate brief 
filed by the counsel eontending for the valid- 
ity of the law. It is shown that. the court 
can a@tmul the law, not on account of 
doubts, uncertainties, or quibbles, but only 
when convinced beyond reasonable doubt 
that the act is a plain and palpable 
violation .of the Constitution. Elaborate 
citahons are made from Judge Cooley’s 
work on Constitutional Limitations showing 
that “the courts are not guardians of the 
rights of the people except as those rights 
are secured by constitutional provision,” and 
that courts are not at liberty to inquire 

into the proper exercise of a legislative 
power.” Yet the assailants of the Election 
law ask the Judges to make themselves“ 
guardians of the people and inquire into the 
exercise of the legislative power in provid- 
ing the safeguards which have been found 
necessary to secure every legal voter the 
right to cast an honest vote and have it 
honestly. counted. Under what or 
pretense can the conrt substitute its opinion 
for that of the Legislature in providing elec- 
tion facilities and safeguards for the people 
of Chicago? The duty of making election 
and registration laws rests on the Legisia- 
ture, and courts cannot annul them unless 
there is a plait) and unmistakable violation 
of the Constitution. 

The main point urged against the Election 
law is that, as the act excludes all voters not 
registered three weeks before the election, it 
involves a denial of the constitutional right 
of suffrage to all persons who are not able to 
get their names on the registration list within 
the time set. It is argued that sickness, ab- 
sence from home, or other unavoidable causes 
may make it impossible for the voter to regis- 
ter, and that the law would thts deprive him 
of a right guaranteed by the Constitution. 
The answer is that in such a case the voter 
would lose his right not through any fault 
of the law but because of bis own mis- 
fortune. Under the present law the same 
causes operating the day of election would 
cost the elector the loss of his vote. Noman 
can vote by proxy, and if absent from home 
or confined to his house by infirmity or sick- . 
ness his ballot cannot be cast. The Constitu- 
tion guarantees the right of suffrage to every 
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scale should be avoided if possible. Wher- 
ever undertaken at all it should unquestion- 
ably be done for the sake of uniformity, as 
in the substitution of street numbers for the 
few (im)proper names which are still in use 
in the South Division of the city. The 
names of streets running east and west be- 
tween South Water and Twelfth should be 
abolished at.once, and the numbering of the 
meridional streets be made compulsory,by 
fine for neglect, as it was announced would 
be done several years ago. Then the numer- 
ical names should be extended to the western 
limits of the city without exception: With re- 
gard to the numberings east and west 
there are two or three points that should be 
remembered in the selection of a plan: 
The trend of the lake-front and the ‘fact 
that the city will ere long be extended fur- 
ther south, and subsequently still further, are 
fatal to the idea of uniform numbering di- 
rectly, from the water-line, If, however, we 
should take State street, wirich has the ad- 
vantage of being a section-line, as the origin 
of numbers westward, we should have with- 
in the present city-limits a comparatively 
small area to be numbered eastward from 
that line, and still less in the North Division 
when the same plan was adopted for that 
part of the city. And we need to travel a 
long way up into Lake View before the first 
thousand numbers would be extinguished by 
the running of Halsted street into the Jake. 

There is grave reason to fear that the 
changing of the names of all the streets in 
the North Division which run north and 
south, as is proposed by the Post-Office au- 
thorities, would breed a great deal of trouble, 
The tendency of the age is rather towards an 
extension of the South Side idea across the 
main river by calling the thoroughfares that 
run east and west by the names of First street 
north, Second street north, ste. But 
whether or not, there can be no ques- 
tion that it is eminently advisable to 
draw the. dividing line at West Lake street, 
or, better still, on Fulton, which is practi- 
cally an extension of South Water. This 
would give something like uniformity to the 
numberings along meridian lines all over the 
city, as would be the case on the east and 
west lines by the adoption of the plan pre- 
viously noted. And we would then have not 
only a welcome release from the evils of the 
present, but secure a system capable of in- 
definit expansion to meet the wants arising 
out of the future growth of the city. It 
would seem to be about time to move in the 
direction of accomplishing this reform, as 
the nuisance grows worse and more difficult 
to expunge the longer we aliow it to be per- 
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THE PRESIDENT’S DECLARATION OF

the President was yesterday reported to have 
protested to à correspondent of Tur Tan-

ment was not made to Tue TUN 's corre- 
spondent,.but to Mr. Nordhoff, the corre- 
spondent of the New York Herald. ‘irre 
spective of this, however, its anthenticity 
may be relied upon, as it is not the first time 
the President has expressed himself with 
like vigor on the saine question, and upon 
one occasion with even more emphasis. The 
language of the President is as follows: 

I believe the most important benefit that I 
can confer on the couutry by my Presidency is 
to insist upon the entire independence of the 
executive and legislative branches of the Gov- 
ernment, and compel the members of the leg- 
S 
ear official oaths | bi . 


The complaint made by the President is 
well grounded. He has now been in office a 
little more than ten months, and with the 
exception of the time devoted to the prepa- 
ration of his message and to the issuing of 
one or two proclamations he has been en- 
gaged almost exclusively in receiving Con- 
gressmen, reading their applications, settling 
up wrangles with them, and keeping open

THE PRESIDENT AND THE SENATE. 

There is little doubt that the Senate will 
proceed at one to act on the President's nom- 
inations and decide the fate of the ‘‘ offensive 
partisans.”” To all appearance the relations 
between the President and the Senate are cf 
a very cordial character, considering that they 
represent opposing parties, but, as Senator 
Ingalls said recently, there is plenty of tow 
and plenty of dynamite lying around,” and 
predictions are not good for more than twen- 
ty-four hours. In March last the Republican 
Senators agreed that there should be no fac- 
tious opposition to the President; that as he 
was responsible for his own appointments he 
should have full freedom in making them, 
and no rejections should be made except for 
causes relating to the character or fit- 
ness of the appointee and wholly aside 
from all partisan considerations. In the last 
ten months some of the Senators have 
changed their minds. They have become so 
disgusted with the *‘ offensive-partisan ”pre- 
text and other false pretenses of the Admin- 
istration that they are disposed to draw the 
rule strictly in passing on all nominations. 
These Senators are in the minority, but there 
are so much tow and dynamite lying around 
that explosions may occur at any time, 

Many of the Senators hold that in passing 
on a nomination they are required to consider 
not only the character of the appointee, but 
the reasons given by the President for remov- 
ing the previous incumbent. In their view 
they can vote to confirm a nomination only 
when convineed that a vacancy was created 
for good and sufficient cause, In every ease, 
therefore, where officers have been suspended 
on the ground of offensive partisanship” 
these Senators hold that they must investigate 
the facts and decide for themselves whether 
the charge is sustained. This is not the ac- 
cepted doctrine as to the function of the Sen- 
ate in giving its advice and consent,” but 
it has been held by some of the ablest con- 
stitutional lawyers and statesmen of the 
Webster school. In one of. his powerful 
arguments Mr. Webster contended that the 
Senate had as much to do with removals as 
with nominations, and that the President 
was powerless to vacate or fill an office where 
confirmation was required unless the Senate 
codperated with the Executive in making the 
removal as well as the appointment. Mr. 
Webster discussed the constitutional phase 
of the question, and the fact that the Tenure- 
of-Office act has since been adopted does not 
affect the position he took. The Senators 
who hold that they must pass 6n removals as 
well as appointments have the authofity of 
Daniel Webster to sustain their interpreta- 
tion of the advice and consent” clause of 
the Constitution. 


SewaTor Hoar, in his criticism of the 
disfranchisement provision in the Edmunds 
Anti-Polygamy bill, compared the woman 
suffrage of Utah with that of Washington 
and Wyoming.

One is, in the case 
of reservations so thickly peopled by Indians 
that tne salé of the excess of land would not 
give the Indians a good living, to kill off the

Port Deposit, Md., Jan. 6.—The Susquehan- 
na is higher tonight than it has been sinee the 
great flood of 1865. All the cellars and base- 
ments in the lower section of Port Deposit are 
filled with soveral feet of water. All the wharves 
in town are submerged tonight. The lumber- 
yards are also partially submerged, and the 
proprietors have found it necessary to sur- 
round thelr yards with booms, The water is 
Within a few inohes of covering the tracks of 
the Columbia & Port Deposit Railroad.

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MILTON ‘WESTON, 


THE FORMER CHICAGOAN CONVICTED OF 
MURDER IN PENNSYLVANIA HAS NOT RUN 
AWAY. . 
Pirrspure, Pa., Jan. 6.—(Special.}—Harry 
Alden, a preminent saloonkeeper of this city, 
has received a letter from Milton Weston of 
Chicago, who is under sentence of four years 
in the penitentiary, to the effect that de will be 
on hand when wanted. One paragraph of the 
letter reads: “I would chop my right arm off 
before I would betray the men who had con- 
fidence enough in me to become my bonds- 
men.” Mr. Alden refuses to say where Wes- 
ton is, but declares that be will be on band as 
soon as wanted. His counsel say they have 
had advices from him to the same effect. This 
disposes of the story that Weston had fied to 
South America. 


About 5 years ago Mr. Weston became inter- 
ested in Penusylvania natural-gas wells and, 
going to Westmoreland County. be purcbased a 
tract of land, discovering after he had paid his 
money that the title was in dispute. Fearing 
that advantage might be taken of bim, be built 
a cabin and secured the assistance of about a 
dozen men whom he armed to aid in protecting 
bis interest. One night in 1883 a gang beaded 
by a man named Haymaker attacked the cabin, 
and Haymaker was so badiy bayoneted that 
be died a few days tater. Mr. Weston was 
indicted and tried for riot and murder, 
being convicted and sentenced to seven years 
in the penitentiary. A new trial was secured, 
and about a year ago a second conviction was 
obtained with a sentence of four years. The 
case was appeaied to the Supreme Court, 
which has just affirmed the finding of the lower 
court and denied a new trial. Mr. Weston's 
residence is at No. 728 Washington boulevard. 
where his wife and two sons live. He will be 
more readily cai.ed to mind by local business- 
men when it is staced that Mr. Weston is the 
man who, after making a good deal of money in 
Florida raliroads, came bere and proposed @ 
beit line of railway to extend away west 
ot the present Belt tracks, with its southern 
terminus in Indiana. A number of people be- 
came interested, but the scheme finally tailed 
through lack of financial support. The Chicago 
men who went on his bond for $15,000 after bis 
conviction are Jacob Forsyth, ©. B. Sbedd, 
Nathan G. Howe, Julius Jonas, and James G. 
Spencer. Mr. Jonas yesterday received the 
following dispatch:

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


Iron and Steel Men Feel Confident 
of a Continued Improve- 
ment. 


The New York Elevated Railroad En- 
gineers’ Strike Believed to 
Be Settled. 


Meeting of Ohio Mining Operators—Judg- 
ments Against Senator Sabin 
Financial Wrecks. 


New Tonk. Jan. 6.—(Special.|—Interviews 
bad with a large number of firms in all 
branches of the iron and steel trade indicate in 
substance a healthy condition of the trade and 
a good demand for all classes of goods in 
which iron is the material used, from railroad 
equipments to builders’ hardware. The mar- 
kets are firm, there is very little speculative 
buying, no stock on hand to speak of, and a 
sufficient present or immediate future demand 
to indicate a good business for the year to 
come. No one in the trade believes 
that there is a boom in prospect and 
every one hopes that there will be no boom, 
but rather a continuance of the present healthy 
and normal condition of trade. Concerning 
the demand for steel rails the general opinion 
coincides with that which Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
expressed ia a recent interview—viz.: that it 
is due to natural causes and a demand that 
must be met. Railroad companies, ow- 
ing to decreased earnings during the last 
two years, have put off the renewal of 
their equipment as long as possible. 
Manufacturers of railroad bridges and locomo- 
tives also feel that an improvement in their 
business is coming in sympathy with that for 
steel rails. Railroad-car builders are also made 
happy by largely-inereased demands for esti- 
mates for car construction, and the same is 


noticeable in dealers in railroad supplies. The 
open season bas kept up an unusual demand 
for nails and architectural and buiiders’ hard- 
ware. Taken in its entirety, then, there is ev- 
idently among manufacturers a feeiing of 
satisfaction—an expression of certainty that 
the bottom was reached in the business dur- 
ing the. last year, and everything points to 
an improvement and better times. An advance 
in prices to any appreciable extent is not looked 
for nor enticipated, the capacity for produc- 
tion and the sharp competition in all lines of 
the trade rendering this impossible. Such ad- 
Vance as there may be will be due entirely to 
the advance necessitated by the increase in the 
cost of raw material and in the price paid for 
labor, both of which are general though not 
considerable. As offsets to this pleasant 
outlook manufacturers find as possible factors 
for injury a discussion of and possible change 
in the tariff—the latter being less feared ap- 
parently than the former—the continued ooin- 
age of silver dollars, anc the fact that there is 
no foreign market for wheat. The latter, some 
think. may have a tendency to make people in 
the West and Northwest sour and prevent 
them from investing their capitai in enter- 
prises which will help the iron trade. 
conservative views of Congressman Hewitt 
find little echo among ironmen, and his claim 
that the advance is artificial is not beid by any 
one else in the trade so far as could be ascer- 
tained, 


THE NEW YORK ELEVATED RAILWAY EN- 
GINEEKS’ STRIEE. 

New Yorn, Jan. 6.—[Spectal.I— The first 
bout in encounter between the Manhattan 
Elevated Rall way Company and its engineers 
was won by the latter, with the aid of an ele- 
ment which neither had taken into considera- 
tion. The company announced this morning 
that service on the Second and Nirth avenue 
roads would be suepended until further notice 
—thereby not waiting for the men to strike, 
but taking the initiative into its own bands and 
depriving the public of the convenience of 
the road without at the time giving any 
just reason. As soon as this 
announcement fell under the eye 
of State Railroad Comm ssioner O'Donnell 
he deciared the action of the Elevated to be 
contrary to law and he so informed the com- 
pany as soon as he satisfied himselt that none 
of the engineers had gone on a strike. The 
company endeavored to excuse their action on 
the ground that they had reason to apprebend 
a strike, but Commissioner O'Donnell was not 
long ia convincing the officers that they were 
violating the terms of the company’s charter 
—the law expressly requiring that after a raii- 
road company has completed its road and put 
it in operation it is bound, as the price of the 
franchise conferred upon it, to maintain and 
operate the road for the use and convenience 
of the people. Vice-President Gulloway at 
once gave orders to resume operations on the 
Second and Ninth avenue lines and the trains 
were set running at noon. 

Afterward the Grievance Committee of the 
engineers, headed by Grand Chief Engineer Ar- 
thur. called upon Col. Hain, the Manager of 
the Mapbatian Elevated Railroad Company, 
and Col. Galloway and discussed the situation 
nearly two bours. Mr. Arthur insisted that 
the daily bours of labor should be limited to 
eight, for which the engineers should receive 
$3.50, and that overtime work shouid be paid 
for on this basis. Col. Hain and Mr. Galloway 
said the company were willing to make conces- 
sons, but could not comply with the demands 
of the men. Col. Hain then proposed 4 plan 
of settiement, but Mr. Arthur stated thai the 
company still ignored a majority of the griev- 
ances complained of by thé engineers, and, as 
it was evident that no settlement could be 
reached unless the company or the committee 
was willing to recede from its position, an ad- 
journment was bad until 3 tomorrow alter- 
noon. 


MEETING OF OHIO MINING OPERATORS. 

CoLumMBus, O., Jan. 6.—|Speciai.|—A meet- 
ing of the mining operators of Obio was held 
here today to select delegates to tne Inter-State 
Convention which meets in this city Feb. 23 for 
the purpose of fixing rates of mining.

THE FRENCH CRISIS, 


TONQUIN A MERE MASK FOR NEW PRE- 
MIBRS. 

London Times (before the vote on the cred- 
its): Even if the credits are voted the Brisson 
Cabinet is doomed to fall at no distant date, 
and will not survive the month of January. In 
point of fact, then, we have actually to deal 
with the question of a new Cabinet, and we can 
see, as I have already said, that Tonquin is a 
mere mask for past, present, or future Pre- 
miers, Ferry, Brisson, De Freycinet, Fioquet, 
or COlémenceau. The fact is as uncommon as 
it is unedifying that I have never seen parties 
so unanimous in accepting one candidate for 
the Premiership as at this moment. Extreme 
Right, Rigut, Moderate, Left, Centre—ali accept 
the same name, ali desire the accession of M. 


Clémenceau. There is only one exception, that of 
the small group of his friends and the adher- 
ents of his politica) creed. All the rest desire 
bis accession in order that they may as quickly 
as possible see ois fall. That has become a 
system in France; itis the hara-kiri of this 
country. Those whose extinction is desired 
are raised successively to the Premierstip. 
The portiolio of Minister has replaced the bow- 
string of Eastern Emperors or the fatal coffre 
of their successors. 

When it is desired to destroy the chances of 
one of the dandidates for the Presideacy of the 
Repub te be is appointed Premier, and then, if 
be enters on effice without a be kills 
himself, uke M. Brisson, while if he comes 
forward with a program ne kills bimseelif, 
like Gambetta. M. Ciémenceau is er- 
pected to follow Gambetta’e fash.on, and 
to fulfill his opponents’ wishes by a speedy 
suicide with a program the substance of 
which is already known. There is not even 
any diseussion as to whether or rot he will be 
overturned and how promptly, so certain is 
this considered. What is discussed is whether 
it is better that his suicide should be imme- 
diate or a littie later on, with a De Freycinet or 
Fioquet Cabinet in the interval. Most of these 
singular supporters of M. Ciémenceau profess a 
speedy suicide. They say that if M. de Freyci- 
net is the next Premier he would simply be M. 
Ciémenceau’s tool, the latter inciting bim to 
vivient measures, yet escaping responsibility 
for them and remaining powerful, whereas, 
once overthrown as Premier, M. Ciémenceau 
need no longer be dreaded, and a De Freycinet 
Cabinet might then be formed witbout fear of 
his dooility. In sbort, everybody desires the 
early accession of M. Clémenceau, but nobody 
ga he would last longer than a soap bub- 

le. 

He must, however, be quite aware of this, 
and must have reflected on it. Now, as he is 
not likely to value ephemeral pleasures or ex- 
istenoes which soon vanish, be must certainly 
bave prepared his measures. For my own 
part, I believe that be has prepared strange 
surprises for those who calculated on his early 
death. The ex-Opportunists, the Ferryists of 
yesterday, the Brissonians of today, will bring 
him their votes in exchange, for this combiva- 
tion will have the result of withdrawing from 
the hands of the Right the casting vote and of 
restoring the majority to the Left. To be Op- 
portunist one must do things Opportunely, and 
this is what we sball see. The time has not 
yet come when the widows of Opportunism will 
throw themselves alive on the burning pile in 
order not to survive their departed husbands. 
They will marry M. Cilémenceau, who will live 
longer than bis sham friends caiculate.

“INDICATIVE OF SINISTER CONTRIVANCE.” 

The case of Benjamin Lindauer et al. vs. Gray, 
Burt & Kingman, decided by the Appellate Court, 
was one of the numerous cases brought by several 
parties against the wholesale grocery house of 
Gray, Burt & Kingman to recover back goods ob- 
tained under very peculiar circumstances. In 
1882 George N. Armstrong was a lumberman in 
Northern Michigan, and he also kept a general 
store. Gray. Burt & Kingman beld a chattel mort- 
gage on his stock to secure goods sold. In De- 
cember, 1882, Armstrong came to Chicago, and it is 
claimed that Kingman advised him to increase his 
stock largely even if he was in debt, and offered 
his firm as reference, but cautioned Armstrong not 
to say anything about the mortgage. Armstrong 
bought a bili of goods to the amount of $1,022 of 
Lindauer Bros. & Co., and referred to Gray, Burt 
& Kingman. The latter, in reply to a note from 
Lindauer, sent the following: 

“We give Capt. Armstrong liberal line, and 
agreed to carry Over until he could realize on con- 
tracts for cutting logs was finished, when money 
would be more plenty. He has quite valuable con- 
tract, good trade at store, and with usual good 
weather should realize handsome profit on win- 
ters work. Respectfully, . G., B. & KX. 

“Consider honest, and means to do as 
agrees,” 

Before the goods reached Armstrong, Clark, the 
agent of Gray, Burt & Kingman, seized his store by 
virtue of the chattel mortgage, changed the name, 
and assumed the control. In Maren following 
Armstrong gave the firm two more mort- 
gages, and the property was sold „ month 
after at 10 o’clock at night in the store, with the 
doors locked, and bought in dy Clark as agent. 
The Lindauers sued Gray, Burt & Kingman for the 
alleged deceit in recommending Armstrong, but 
were defeated. Judge Wilson in reversing the 
judgment said the evidence fairly tended to sup- 
port the plaintiff's claim. The defendants’ conduct 
was well calculated to invite unfavorable criti- 
ciem, if not to establish the charge of fravtulent 
contrivance and deceit. Their letter was more 
significant in what it omitted to say than in what 
it said. It could hardly have been more adroitiy 
formulated. Had the Lindauers known of the 
mortgage to defendants, they unquestionabiy 
would not have sold the goods. Detendants were 
pot bound to give the information asked, but if 
they spoke at all they must speak the truth. The 
evidence tended to show defendants’ conduct 
was at variance with the usages of fair-dealing 
business-men and indicative of sinister contri- 
vance and deception. The evidence should’ have 
been submitted to the jury, who were peculiariy 
the judges in regard to a fraud. 


THE MONROE STREET BUILDING LINE 
CASES. 


In the case of B. A. Eckhart and others against 
Agnes F. Irons the Apellate Court affirmed the de- 
cree of Judge Tuley, and even adopted the words 
of that eminent Judge. This was a case brought 
by a large number of property-holders on West 
Monroe street to prevent Mrs. Irons from building 
some tenements at the corner of Monroe and Laf- 
lin streets, fronting on the latter street and run- 
ning up to the street line of Monroe street When 
the land was originally piatted by Matthew 
Lafiin in 1863 he reserved a twenty-foot strip 
of building line along Monroe street beyond which 
no house sbould extend. This reservation was 
to continue teen years, after which the fee in 
the strip was te go to the various purchasers. 
Judge Tuley held the reservation only lasted nut- 
teen years, and that then the purchasers received 
an absolute title to the whole of the lots. The 
time having expired before Mrs. Irons built she 
had aright to erect her tenement irrespective of 
the line, and the bill would therefore be dismissed. 
The Appellate Court, after quoting Judge Tuley’s 
opinion in full, said: 

We are of opinion that upon the undisputed 
facts the alleged right of complainants as appurte- 
nant to their respective lots to have the building 
line in question Observed by every other lot owner 
is too doubtfal to justify a court. of equity in 
awarding a permanent injunction against defend- 
ant; and that this doubt arises from the peculiar 
clause contained in the deeds from Laflin, through 
which and whom each party to the suit derives title. 
We have, therefore, substantially upon the grounds 
and for the reasons set forth and given in the opin- 
ion of the Chancellor, decided to affirm the decree 
dismissing tne bill for want of equity.“ 

OTHER DECISIONS. 

In the case of L. Z. Leiter against Marshall Field 
to prevent him from digging his foundation under 
complainant's building on Monroe street, occupied 
by Builwinkie’s Fire Patrol, the decree of the court 
below was affirmed by the Appellate Court, per- 
petually enjoining Field from using complatnant's 
basement for the placing of the foundations of his 
wail, 

The case of John P. Pynchon against Day & Field 
to recover $40,000 alleged profits in stock transac- 
tions was affirmed by the Appellate Court. The 
Superior Court had found in favor of defendants. 

In the case of the People ex rel. 

Bliss against the Chicago West Division Rail- 
way Company the decree of the court below 
was also affirmed. This was a mandamus to 
compel the company to extend its Ogden 
avenue horse-car line from Douglas Park to Lawn- 
daie. The court said the road, by the ordinance, 
was not obliged to extend its line until it could be 
constructed, operated, and keptin repair without 
loss. The company had denied that it could do so 
yet, and hence it was under no obligations to build 
it. The second ordinance requiring-the extension 
to Lawndale was without force, as it never was 
consented to by the company. The first contract 
to build to Douglas Park was accepted and per- 
formed. ,

- “COMMUTERS ” IN A FLUTTER. 
THE 


OVER THE PROBABLE REDUCTION IN 
RAILROAD FARE TO EVANSTON. 

Great curiosity is manifested by the thou- 
sande who lite along the line of the Milwaukee 
division ot the Northwestern Road as to what 
action this corporation will take toward meet- 
ing the reduction of fare which the Chicago, 
Bvanston & Lake Superior Railroad is forced 
to adopt by the terms of the ordinance re- 
cently granted this road by the Evanston 
Board of Trustees. While this reduction is an 
indirect one it is none the less a big concession, 
and really amounts to a cheap rate between 
this city and Evanston. Tue clause of the 
ordinance which refers to this question sub- 
stantially reads that the new road shall sell 
50 and 190 ride tickets at the rate charged by 
the Northwestern for 100-ride, good for any or 
all members of the family of the purchaser. 
Interpreted, this really means that any one 
who is able to borrow a 100-ride tieket gets the 
service for 14 cents each way. 

Mr. W. A. Thratl, General Ticket Agent of 
the Northwestern, was asked yesterday by a 
reporter for Tur Tribune bow tue fare-limite- 
mon clause in the Evanston ordinance for the 
new road would affect his company. He said: 
KN you have that clause right there is nothing 
to prevent us from adsense. ur 10ride 
tickets away out of the reachaot the commuter: 
and if we do that, Dp the time the other road is 
ready for business they could charge our rate 
and still conform to ‘the requirements of 
the ordinances. But we would not do 
thatr we do not want to take any 
action that would im any way injure 
Bvanston or any other town. It is to our m- 
terest to bave peopie go to that neighborbood 
instead of driving them away. This matter is 
so new to me that I am unable ta say what our 
road will do, but t is provable that we wiil 
issue our 100-ride tickets also good for fami- 
lies.

„No; tf we do this we will give all interme- 
diate stations the same benefit. The laute in 
question is undoubtedly the biggest concession 
lever beard of in the railroad business, And 
right bere in this connection I want to say that 
a read cannot afford to sell co tation-tick 
ets cheaper than we do new on our. cheap 
tickets. The Lilinois Central's suburban policy 
bas been beld up to me as a criterion, but if 
the public knew the difference I think 
they would be satisfied. Now, for in- 
stance, a train leaves the [illinois Central 
depot. At Twenty-seeond street six may leave 
and perbaps ten get aboard the train. At 
Thirty-third street the same thing occurs. 80, 
you see, the tram is kept full ail the time. 
They have ears and locomotives for that busi- 
ness.exciusively. The road's suburban bust 
ness is as much like the New York elevated 
raiiroads as anything I can compare it with. 
Thus you see the difference. When we start 
out a train we commence to carry empty seats 
after the rst station is reached; therefore it 
costs us far more for each passenger. There 
is no city in the world that offers the accom- 
modations to its commuters as Chicago. And, 
by the way, let me say that tho 100-ride ticket 
at the present rate, $14.20 to Evanston, is 
cheaper than that of the IIlinois Central for the 
same distance. Weare doing all we can for 
our patrons, and shall continue to do so. and, 
rather than increase the rate of our 100-ride 
tickets in order to protect the new road to the 
injury of commuters, 1 think the company 
would decide to meet the terms required of the 
other road, thus giving Our patrons an addi- 
tional benefit.

SERVICES RULES.

REAL-ESTATE BOARD. 
NEW MEMBERS ELECTED AND NOMINA-

The regular monthly meeting of the Chicago 
Real-Estate Board was heid yesterday. When 
the subject of voting tor new members came up 
a discussion was had as to whether any objec- 
tions to an applicant should be allowed in the 
open board or confined to the committee. Under

A DISGRACE TO THE FORCE. 
WHY EX-OFFICER MCMAHON IS UNLIKELY 
TO BE REAPPOINTED. 

Ex-Polhceman McMahon, who was discharged 
from the force a few days ago for insulting a 
respectable young woman and being intoxt!- 
cated while on duty, spent considerable time 
yesterday around the City-Hall trying to bave 
a rehearing of his case. Notwithstanding the 
„influence McoMabon was able to bring to 
bear in his behalf, Chief Ebersold put his foot 
firmly down and positively refused to reopen 
the case. Mr. Ebersold’s position was strength- 
ened by a fact which was accidentally brought 
to light during yesterday's consideration of 
the matter, which was that McMahon had been 
onee before discharged from the police force for 
asomewhat similar offense. In the summer of 
1872 McMahon wes appointed a member of the 
force, the appointment being confirmed in Oc- 
tober of the same year. Three months later 
be was charged with insulting the wife of a 
saloonkeeper at Twenty-second and Halsted 
streets while drunk and on duty. McMabon was 
then dismissed. He managed to have his case 
subsequentiy reconsidered, but the dismissal 
was confirmed, and March 4, 1873, he was final- 
ly discharged. Six mortns ago be was reap 
pointed, the Police Department being seeming- 
ly unconscious of the fact that be had beer on 
the force before. In a very short time he was 
again in diffictities for drunkenness and 
gross misconduct, the result being his die- 
charge a few days ago. There does not seem 
to be any probability of bis again having a 
ebance to disgrace a police officer’s uniform, 
but in this connection it would not de uninter- 
esting to know bow such men come to be ap- 
pointed on the police force, and in this special 
case bow McMahon managed to obtain his 
second appointment. Tnere is an opinion pre- 
valent among street-car drivers and conduct- 
ors, and among organized workingmen gen- 
erally, that a place on the police force can be 
obtained at a cash expense of $50, the money 
to be paid to the Alderman or other person 
who takes ocbarge of the matter. There is 
abundant ground for the suspicion that many 
city appointments are a matter of purchase 
and sale, and in this fact will probably be 
found an explanation of how worthless char- 
acters manage to get on the police force.

NORTH-BSIDERS ORGANIZE TO PROTECT 
THEIR INTERESTS. 

The Saloonkeepers’ Association of the North 
Side, after having slept the sleep of the just 
for ayear, was galvanized back into life yes- 
terday afternoon and may be said to be a very 
lively corpse by this time. About fifty met in 
the Ubrary- room of Turner-Hall, and prelimi- 
nary to a formal reorganization there was a 
lively debate for an hour. Nick Pfaff and a 
few others wanted an immediate declaration of 
the saloonkeepers present as to what stand 
they should take against the persistent at- 
tempts to interfere with the selling of liquor 
Sunday and the midnight closing. Philip En- 
ders, Treasurer of the old association, said 
things had come to a frightful pass. A few 
days ago a spy had in a sneaking 
way obtained some evidence against him, act- 
uated by a few Judas dollars furnished by 
the temperance people, and it bad cost the 
speaker $30 to clear himself again. A bold 
front was required against the fanatic cranks, 
uno seemed to want nothing but to worry the 
decent German saioonkeepers. 

Adolph Mueller and Franz Thielmann coun- 
seled organization first and discussion after- 
wards. Charles Wacker of the brewing firm 
of Wacker & Birk, who is the President of the 
State Liquor-Dealers’ Protective Association, 
in a speect urged the necessity of an energetic 
and barmonious organization to counteract 
the machinations of the Prohibinonists and 
high-license men. He said it was wise to take 
example by the enemy, who were working to- 
gether like beavers. If the politicians 
once knew the whole liquor interest of the 
State was welded together for one common ob- 
ject they would fight sby of meddi with the 
liquor question. Another speech by Nick Pfaff 
followed, in which be said the house-owners 
and real-estate men of this city would be all 
with the saloonkeepers in their opposition to 
the Sunday closing, as this movement if suc- 
cessful would still further cripple and render 
unprofitable the liquor trade, and consequent- 
ly impair the ability of the saloonkeepers to 
pay good rents. Then Eduard Six moved the 
reorganization of the old association, which 
was carried by a nearly unanimous vote, each 
one present signing his nuu e as a member and 
paying $2 duesiuadvance. It was decided to 
let the old officers hold over for the presenr— 
viz.: Franz Thielemann, President; Eduard 
Six, Vice-President; Henry Engelhardt, Secre- 
tary; Philip Enders, Treasurer. An election 
of new officers is to take piace at a meeting the 
date of which will be made public by the pres- 
ent officers. 

An aged saloonkeeper named Federer moved 
that steps be taken for the formation of a Lib- 
eral Citizens’ League, the same to be made up 
of the friends and business connections of the 
salopn-men, by which the political influence of 
the saloonkeepers would be vastiy i 
and they be put in a condition to say a good 
deal about the nominations of politicians for 
offices. Nobody acted onthe sugwestion, how- 
ever. In answer to various demands to formu- 
late a declaraton in regard to the present ugi- 
tation in favor of early closing and an enforce 
ment of the Sunday law, Adolph George arose 
and said that it would not be wise to do this. 


The best thing the saloonkeepers could do was 


to keep as quiet about these questions while 
before the public as possible. He could say 
that the saloonkeepers of Chicago were not 
sleeping on their rights. He would aiso tell 
each one present under four eres what bad 
been done by the chief of the saloon interest. 
Here, in the presence of reporters, he could 
only say that a large fund was being raised; 
that a dozen men had alone taken it upon 
themselves to raise a big sum for the purpose 
of fighting the prohivition cranks; that the 
whole matter would be skillfully bandied by 
an eminent and honorable lawyer; and that 
the saloon-men need have no fear of being 
crusbed in their present struggle, only just 
beginning, as long as they were united auc 
willing to sacrifice their dollars for the com- 
mon weal of all ot them. It was a good thing, 
therefore, for them to organize, and it was ex- 
pected of them to contribute liberally, but 
they must not think of engagmm in the fight 
separately and smsle- handed. That would be 
too big a job for them. Whén the time came 
it would be found that the whole liquor -iuter- 
est of the city was there, able and ready to de- 
feat the temperance folks.

GRAIN INSPECTION. 
CHIEF-INSPECTOR PRICE’S REPORT FOR THE. 
LAST YEAR—WANTS RATES RESTORED. 

The fourteenth annual report of the Grain- 
Inspection Department, presented to the Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners by Chief- 
Iuspector Price two months ago, has just been 
issued. It opens by showing that the total 
number of cars inspected during the year was 
212,270, an increase of 1,448 over 1884 and 942 
over the average receipts of the last five years; 
2,607,760 bushels of grain were inspected on 
arrival by canal and lake. The inspection from 
store amounted to 45,578,922 bushels, or 13, 251,- 
856 less than that of last year, owing to unfa- 
vorabie markets and the fact that a larger 
number of cars than ever before

OUTRAGES INCREASING. 
SEVERAL OF MAXWELL BROS.’ EMPLOYES 

SAVAGELY ATTACKED BY STRIKERS OR 

THEIR SYMPATHIZERS. 

The same number of men were at work at 
Maxwell Bros.’ factory yesterday as the day 
before. One of the new bands in the saw de- 
partment cut bis thumb and first two fingers 
late in the afternoon, and, as he had no home, 
he was taken to the hospital. 

Several assaults on non-union men occurred 
during the day, none of them in the immediate 
vicinity of the mills. William W. Knicker- 
bocker, a non-union boxmaker, while on his 
way to the West Twelfth Street Station, to be 
escorted with others by police to Maxwell's 
factory, was assaulted by a gang of strikers at 
the corner of Halsted and Twelfth streets. He 
was knocked down, kicked on the head, 
and severe bruised, his upper lip 
being badiy cut. After escaping 
from his brutal assailants he made 
his way to the station, but was unable to give 
a description of the men who attacked him. 
Patrick Kennedy, one of the workmen at the 
factory, got off the street-car that was taking 
a load of the men down-town at the corner of 
Eleventh street and Blue Island avenue, and 
had not gone halt a block before a dozen young 
men, some of whom are alleged to be strikers 
from Maxwell's factory. set upon him and gave 
him a severe beating. His bead was cut with 
a stone or some blunt instrument, and when 
knocked down he was kicked a number 
of times. The police officers on the car saw 
the occurrence, and Officers MoCabe and Quig- 
ley came to Kennvudy’s rescue.

Trading onthe street markets ruled quiet, but 
the demand for vegetables for local consumption 
showed some improvement and there was con- 
siderable inquiry from the country. Almost the 
only movement in green fruits was in apples and 
oranges for the city trade. The former are in fine 
condition and keeping better than known for some 
years. The Florida orange crop is more than half 
gone, but the fruit is keeping much better than 
last year, and this compensates, to a certain ex- 
tent, for the lightness of the yield. The season 
has been very cold, and it is said that in some sec- 
tions the oranges have been badly touched. Some 
fine samples of Florida citrons, from Lake George, 
were on sale at 25c@$1.00 each. according to size. 
Increased receipts of poultry caused a decline of 
1@20, just as was anticipated. A little better tone 
was noted In the butter market, and cheese con- 
tinued firm and in increased inquiry. 

There was nothing new to report with reference 
to the dry-goods market. Mail orders continued 
light and buyers in person were few. The country 
retailers are running down their stocks as much as 
possibie previous to taking inventories, which is 
generally done about Feb. 1. After that date an 
active demand fora general assortment of spring 
goods is looked for. Values are ruling steady. 

The statistics of 1885 give the production of cop- 
per as 143,000,000 Ibs, of which 85,000,000 Ibs were 
taken for home consumption and 70,000,000 lbs for 
export to Europe, leaving a stock on hand of 10,- 
000,000 Ibs, being smaller than it was a year ago. 
The outlook for the present year is reported to be 
very encouraging, as it is understood there will be 
no increase in the production, while a larger con- 
sumption is anticipated,

It certainly does look heavy 
enough just now, and about the only grain of com- 
fort that the poor bulls had yesterday was fur- 
nished by the comparison of receipts, which showed 
that for all primary points they were the lightest 
ofthe crop so far. 

A membership in our Board of Trade sold yes- 
terday for $2,500. This is $200 more than the last 
sale preceding. 

Liverpool was yesterday quoted at és 4d per 
cental on corp, being 3d less than the latest pre- 
vious quotation.” It is well to notice that the re- 
duced figure is understood in the trade to apply to 
new corn, while the larger one was the price paid 
for what was supposed to be old.

SIDE-TRACKED GRAIN AT MINNEAPOLIS— 
FLOUR MILLS RUNNING IRREGULARLY, 
CAUSED BY A POOR MARKBT. 
MINNEAPOL:3, Minn., Jan. 6.—| Special. | — 

According to the Market Record’s calculations, 

to be made public tonight, there were received 

here today 116 cars of wheat, and 119 are due 
tor tomorrow morning. These are on trains 
and will arrive by that time if not side-tracked 
outside. The number of cars on Minneapolis 
side-tracks today is 800, against 867 yesterday, 
and sixty-four are on side-track outside, mak- 
ing in sight 1,008, against 1,090 yesterday. 
Some elevator companies reported a 
small increase 
wheat in the country, but the gain is 
too slight to materially alter the situation. The 
receipts here average about 60,000 bushels 
daily, and these represent very fairly tne cur- 
rent movement in the country tributary to 

Minneapolis. Careful inquiries ag to the 

amount of wheat now back in the country 

lead to the belief that 25 per cent of the Dako- 
ta crop and 41 per cent of that of Minnesota is 
yet to come forward. 

There are but nine of the twenty-three Min- 
neapolis flour-mills in today, with a 
probabie output of 12,000 barrels for the twen- 
ty-four bours. The mills running include the 
largest and the smaliest. There is much un- 
certainty of future activity or idleness, the re- 
sult hinging upcu the outcome in the demand 
for flour. At present this is below the output, 
at least at figures millers can afford to accept. 
The decline in wheat the last three days weak- 
ened some boiders of flour to the extent of 10 
@15 cents a barrel, while others still insist on 
previous figures. Some millers own small 
stocks of wheat, buying their supply from 
day to day as they need it. These 
millers keep their business well cleaned 
up, and, buying wheat on the decline, 
are naturally better abreast with the tendency 
of the wheat market in the offerings of their 
flour. Storing in Minneapolis and at lake 
ports, to wait the opening of navigation, still 
continues in a moderate way. Foreign mar- 
kets are notup to asking figures of manu- 
facturers by some 25 cents a barrel, though 
the later tendency of domestic and foreign 
prices is to approach each otaer. 

The crowd of Minneapolis men that bave 
been long of the wheat market to the tune of 
a good many millions of bushels in Chicago 
have been quietly unloading since last week, 
closing up with another big grist today.
